I^ve reviewed the prior art search provided me by Simpson, 
Simpson & Snyder, and after review thereof, in my opinion there 
is sufficient distinction between your invention and the prior 
art reviewed to support a patent application. 

It is my understanding that the presence of the magnesite in the 
polymer surrounding the antenna, combined with the orientation of 
the antenna in regard to the aluminum attachment bracket, the 
dielectric material used to mount the antenna to the bracket and 
the spacial orientation of the combination in regard to its 
mounted position on a vehicle, provide a synergy which enables 
superior reception of GPS satellite transmissions. 

In my opinion this combination of distinctions from the prior 
art, will allow you to pursue claims to a particular arrangement 
of components mounted to a vehicle, to the specific arrangement 
of the antenna alone and in combination with the bracket, and 
even methods of doing business incorporating spacial orientations
